in print * ERIC, a basic source for materials, was described in the last Bulletin and is only touched on here*

IS were made up largely of Mexican American children, 
and 13 more had over 50 per cent Spanish-speaking* 

The Follow Through Project Directory* School Year 
1970-71 does not list programs for the Spanish speak- 
ing separately, but many such programs can be uncov- 
ered by addresses in areas where there is a high con- 
centration of Spanish- speaking* 

Follow Through is being administered with a heavy re- 
search and development emphasis in an effort to accu- 
mulate solid evidence about the effectiveness of dif- 
ferent program approaches in improving opportunities 
for poor children in different sections of the coun- 
try, in rural and urban settings and in various popu- 
lation subgroups. Most Follow Through comminities are 
required to work with one of several institutions 
which have developed promising programs for disadvan- 
taged children.
